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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS  .  .  . 


ECUADOR 

The  exportation  of  rice  amounting  to  20  million  pounds  was  authorized  in  a 
decree  of  January  18.    The  quantity  previously  permitted  for  export  was  8  1  million 
pounds  from  nay  l,  1943,  to  June  30,   1944.     Indications  are  that  the  latter  amount 
has  been  shipped,  and  stocks  of  rice  within  the  country  are  larger  than  domestic 
requirements. 

MEXICO 

During  the  month  of  September,  Sinaloa,  the  principal  Mexican  West  Coast  State 
producing  winter  vegetables  planted  seed  sufficient  to  cover  a  vegetable  acreage  one- 
third  greater  than  in  the  1942-43  season.    During  the  latter  part  of  September  and 
early  October,  however,  storms  and  floods  destroyed  in  excess  of  50  percent  of  the 
plantings  as  well  as  50  percent  of  the  seed-beds  on  which  future  plantings  were  to  be 
made.    In  the  latter  part  of  December,  additional  heavy  flood  damage  destroyed  at  least 
50  percent  of  the  crop  that  had  been  left  uninjured  by  the  September-October  storms. 
Collectively,  these  disasters  are  considered  the  worst  ever  suffered  in  the  history  of 
the  Mexican  West  Coast  vegetable  industry  in  a  single  season.    The  extent  to  which  the 
losses  were  offset  by  subsequent  replantlngs  is  not  clear  but  indications  are  that  it 
was  considerable  and  that  growing  conditions  since  that  time  have  been  ideal. 

CUBA 

December  arrivals  of  lard  in  Cuba  were  large,  with  substantial  quantities 
coming  from  Argentina  as  well  as  from  the  united  States.    Entries  into  Cuba  during 
1943  totaled  85  million  pounds,  according  to  ships*  manifests.    This  was  30  million 
pounds  more  than  estimated  essential  requirements  for  the  year.    Approximately  82 
percent  of  total  imports  were  from  the  United  States,  with  Argentina  supplying  the 
remainder.    Consumption  of  lard  continued  large,  being  currently  estimated  at  7 
million  pounds  per  month. 

EGYPT 

The  Egyptian  press  announced  a  Middle  East  Agricultural  Conference  to  be  held 
in  Cairo  February  7-10,    The  Middle  East  Supply  Center  states  that  the  conference  will 
be  held  under  its  auspices  and  that  Egypt,  Syria,  Lebanon,  Iraq,  Saudi-Arabia,  pales- 
tine,  Trans-Jordan,  Aden,  and  the  Sudan  have  promised  to  send  representatives.  It 
was  emphasized  that  the  conference  would  not  be  purely  technical  but  that  efforts  would 
be  made  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  the  broadest  possible  cooperation  in  agricultural 
matters  between  the  countries  concerned. 

NORWAY 

There  are  now  600  tractors  with  producer  gas  units  in  Norway.    It,  is  anticipated 
that  little  or  no  fuel  oil  will  be  distributed  to  tractor  owners  next  spring,  and  many 
farmers  are  therefore  considering  the  question  of  procuring  producer  ga,s  units.    It  was 
estimated  that  by  spring  more  than  1,500  tractors  would  be  fitted  with  them. 
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CANADIAN  GRAIN  SHIPMENTS  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES  CONTINUE  AT  HIGH  LEVEL 

Shipments  of  all  grain  from  Canada  to  the  United  States  during  the  calendar 
year  1943  amounted  to  around  262  million  bushels,  compared  with  about  66  million 
bushels  during  1942.    About  134  million  bushels  of  grain  moved  during  the  first  5 
months  of  the  current  season,  of  which  wheat  accounted  for  68  percent.    An  exception 
to  existing  wheat-quota  provisions  In  the  United  States  was  made  In  April  1943.  Under 
the  new  regulations,  added  quantities  of  wheat  and  flour  may  be  admitted  when  pur- 
chased by  the  war  Food  Administrator  or  his  designee.    Further  opportunity  for  grain 
imports  was  provided  by  Congressional  action  admitting  feed  grain  and  grain  products 
for  feed  duty  free  for  a  period  of  90  days  effective  December  23. 

The  movement  of  grain  early  in  the  crop  year  was  Important  in  getting  supplies 
In  position  for  export  to  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  winter  months,  as  well  as  for 
winter  requirements  of  the  United  States.     Data  do  .lot  represent  imports  for  consump- 
tion only,  but  for  this  season  Include  substantial  quantities  of  wheat  brought  into 
the  United  States  for  transshipment  to  other  areas.    The  close  of  laics  ru-'igatlon  on 
December  12  marked  a  near-record  grain  movement  on  the  Lak.es,  shipments  or  grain  dur- 
ing the  1943  navigation  season  being  only  10  percent  less  than  the  record  estaollshed 
in  1928  under  normal  transportation  conditions.    The  availability  of  transportation 
facilities  is  expected  to  be  the  main  factor  determining  amounts  of  feed  crossing 
into  the  united  States  for  the . remainder  of  the  crop  year. 


CANADA:     Shipments  of  grain  to  the  United  States, 
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RICE  PRODUCTION  IN  WESTERN"  HEMISPHERE  DOUBLES  IN  15  YEARS 

'  -    Rice,  production  in  the  western.  Hemisphere,  where  it  is  a  relatively  minor  crop, 
has  almost  doubled  during  the  past  15  years.    It  i!s  estimated  that  the  total  harvest 
in  1943  exceeded  200  million  bushels,  compared  with  an  annual  average  of  only  107 
million  bushels  in  the  5  years,   1926-1930.    The  gain  in  production  is  due  principally 
to  increased  acreage  in  all  four  geographic  areas:    namely,  North  America,  Central 
America,  the  Caribbean,  and  South  America.    Government  encouragement  and  higher  prices 
have  been  major  factors  contributing  to  the  larger  acreage.    The  rate  of  expansion 
has  been  fairly  steady  during  the  15  years,  with  slight  reverses  in  the  depression 
period  but  with  a  marked  increase  after  the  Japanese  occupation  during  the  spring  of 
1942  of  French  Indo-China  and  .other  large  exporting  areas  in  southeastern  Asia. 

Rice  consumption  In  the  Western  Hemisphere  during  the  1926-1930  period 
averaged  3,823  million  pounds  annually.    About  78  percent  was  supplied  by  domestic 
production.    In  other  words,  net  imports  into  the  Hemisphere  during  that  period  av- 
•  eraged  844  million  pounds  annually.    Consumption  has  been  increasing  steadily  since 
that  time,  but  the  rate  has  not  been  as  great  as  the  rise  in  production.     In  1942 
the  Hemisphere  became  self-sufficient  with  respect  to  ricev  and  in  1943  it  is  es- 
timated that  production  was  6  percent  above  consumption- requirements.  Practically 
all  rice-growing  countries  In  the  Hemisphere  participated  in  the  acreage  expansion, 
with  the  united  States  and  Brazil,  the  two  principal  exporting  countries,  showing 
the  largest  increases.    During  the  years  1926-1930,  Argentina,  Colombia,  Chile,  and 
the  Dominican  Republic  imported  large  amounts  of  rice.    By  1943,  however,  Argentina 
and  Colombia  had  become  self-sufficient  while  Chile  and  the  Dominican  Republic  be- 
came net  exporters  of  some  importance. 

EXPORTING    The  United  States,  the  largest  exporter  of  rice  In  the  Western  Hemisphere, 
COUNTRIES    increased  its  production  from  an  average  of  43  million  bushels  annually 
during  the  5-year  period,   1926-1930,  to  an  average  of  53  million  in  the 
5-years  1937-1941  and  to  70  million  bushels  in  1943.    Since  1939,  rice  exports  from 
the  United  States  have  increased  each  year  except  in  1942,  when  they  declined  as  a 
result  of  decreased  production  in  the  preceding  year.    During  the  past  3  years  the 
area  planted  to  rice  in  the  United  States  has  been  increased  by  50  percent  as  a  re- 
sult of  a  strong  demand  In  the  domestic  and  In  the  export  markets.    The  belief  Is 
that  the  1943  area  of  1,500,000  acres  represents  about  the  maximum  acreage  under 
present  conditions. 

Brazil,  the  largest  producing  country  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  has  also 
expanded  its  production  of  rice.    Brazilian  production  statistics  for  1942  and  1943 
are  not  available.     It  is  known,  however,  that  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  the  principal  rlce- 
exportlng  State  of  that  country,  has  increased  its  output  in  order  to  supply  out-of- 
the-Hemlsphere  requests.    Moreover,         several  other  Brazilian  States,  formerly  taking 
shipments  of  rice  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  increased  their  production  in  order  to  meet 
their  own  consumption  requirements. 

Renewed  interest  in  Ecuadoran  rice  production  resulted  in  increased  acreage  in 

that  country  in  1938.    The  Government  reduced  the  tax  on  exports  from  5.5  cents  to 
2.75  cents  per  100  pounds  in  May  1940  to  encourage  exports.     In  1941  a  rlce-promotlon 
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plan  was  responsible  for  a  record  harvest*  and  every  year  since  then  production  has 
exceeded  that  of  the  preceding  year.    Consequently,  rice  exports  have  Increased  con- 
sistently since  1939.    Ecuador  now  ranks  next  to  the  United  States  and  Brazil  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere  in  exportation  of  rice.    It  supplies  a  large  quantity  to  Cuba,  and 
also  some  to  Venezuela,  Bolivia,  and  Peru. 

For  many  years,  British  Guiana  was  the  third  largest  exporter  of  the  Western 
Hemisphere,  but  Its  production  since  the  war  has  not  Increased  at  the  same  rate  as 
that  of  the  other  Western  Hemisphere  producers.    A  larger  exportable  surplus  than  In 
pre-war  years,  however,  Is  being  sent  to  nearby  British  West  Indies.    Chile  produced 
no  rice  commercially  10  years  ago,  but  Imported  around  45  million  pounds  annually. 
By  1940  that  country  was  on  a  self-sufficient  basis,  and  production  has  Increased 
every  year  since  then.    The  country  became  a  net  exporter  for  the  first  time  In  1941, 
and  In  1943  exported  about  40  million  pounds.    The  area  sown  for  harvest  In  1944  Is 
reported  as  amounting  to  81,600  acres,  representing  a  16-percent  Increase  over  the 
preceding  year. 

Production  in  Mexico  has  Increased  about  50  percent  during  the  past  15  years, 
with  the  largest  expansion  occurring  In  the  northwest,  where  Irrigation  projects  have 
been  developed.    Exports  occasionally  have  been  prohibited  In  recent  years,  although 
In  1942  about  51  million  pounds  were  exported.    Through  most  of  1943,  however,  due  to 
a  general  shortage  of  foodstuffs,  there  was  a  ban  on  rice  exports. 

Production  In  several  of  the  smaller  countries  of  the  Hemisphere  also  Increased 
substantially.     In  the  Dominican  Republic,  where  rice  is  a  principal  food  item,  pro- 
duction increased,  not  only  to  the  point  of  self-sufficiency,  but  also  to  enable  ex- 
ports of  21  million  pounds  to  neighboring  countries  in  1942.    The  trend  of  increasing 
exports  is  expected  to  be  checked  in  1944  due  to  crop  damage  in  the  fall  of  1943. 
In  Surinam  production  reached  a  peak,  level  In  1939  and  1940,  when  about  20  million 
pounds  were  exported  annually.    In  suDsequent  years,  however,  only  sufficient  rice 
has  been  grown  in  that  country  to  meet  domestic  requirements.    _H al_t i an_  production  now 
supplies  domestic  requirements  of  about  10  million  pounds  annually,  and  during  early 
1943  over  3  million  pounds  were  exported.     In  September  of  that  year  exports  were 
prohiJited  because  of  rising  prices  and  fear  of  a  local  rice  shortage.    Prior  to  1941, 
Paraguay  imported  a  comparatively  small  amount,  but  since  then  sufficient  rice  has 
been  produced  to  export  from  2  to  3  million  pounds  annually.    jJruSjay«  ln  the  Past 
has  exported  some  rice  but  in  1943  It  produced  only  enough  for  home  utilization. 

IMPORTING  Cuba  is  the  principal  Importing  country  ln  the  Western  Hemisphere.  Imports 
COUNTRIES    avera6ed  435  million  pounds  annually  during  the  5  years,  1937-1941.  Since 

that  time  Imports  have  declined  because  of  shipping  difficulties  and  the 
imposition  of  a  quota  on  rice  to  be  reserved  for  Governmental  use  in  the  united  States. 
The  decline  ln  Cuban  imports  was  offset,  however,  by  the  reduction  of  a  large  stock, 
pile  and  by  larger  domestic  production.    The  Cuban  crop  was  Increased  from  an  average 
of  1,026,000  bushels  annually  in  the  5  years  1931-1935  to  2,322,000  bushels  ln  1943. 
The  Cuban  people  are  among  the  heaviest  consumers  of  rice  ln  the  Western  Hemisphere, 
with  annual  consumption  estimated  to  be  about  108  pounds  per  capita.    The  origin  of 
Cuban  Imports  has  been  changing  materially  during  recent  years,  rice  being • obtained 
wherever  it  was  available.     In  1939,  about  50  percent  of  the  total  imports  was  re- 
ceived from  the  united  States  and  50  percent  from  the  Orient.     In  the  next  2  years. 
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over  90  percent  was  supplied  by  the  United  States.    Beginning  with  1942,  the  percentage 
received  from  South  American  countries  increased,  so  that  in  1943  about  one-third  of 
the  total  Imports  came  from  Ecuador  and  Chile  and  two-thirds  from  the  United  States. 
Imports  into  the  British  West  Indies  and  the  .French  West  Indies  prior  to  the  war  aver- 
aged over  125  million  pounds  annually,  but  It  Is  estimated  that  because  of  the  scarcity 
of  rice,  imports  since  that  time  have  not  exceeded  75  million  pounds  per  year. 

In  South  America  the  importing  countries  are  Venezuela,  Bolivia,  Peru,  and 
French  Guiana,  production  in  Venezuela  was  Increased  sufficiently  to  reduce  pre-war 
average  imports  of  .35  million  pounds  annually  to  19  million  pounds  In  1942.  Imports 
are  obtained  from  Ecuador,  as  are  Bolivia's  requirements  of  about  23  million  pounds 
annually.    Despite  the.  fact  that  the  Bolivian  Government  is  planning  larger  rice  pro- 
duction, the  rice  imports  of  that  country  remain  at  a  high  level  due  to  increased  in- 
dustrial activity.    The  amount  of  rice  produced  in  Peru  fluctuates  according  to  the 
volume  of  water  supply  available  for  irrigation.    Imports  are  usually  necessary,  al- 
though, because  of  larger  output  In  1941,  rice  was  exported  the  next  year,  and  It  ap- 
peared that  peru  was  on  a  self-sufficient  basis.    Due  to  the  failure  of  the  1942  crop, 
however,  imports  again  exceeded  exports.     Imports  are  obtained  from  Ecuador  and  Chile. 

SELF-SUFFICIENT    All  Central  American  countries  have  been  successful  In  their  endeavor 
PRODUCING  AREAS    t0  lncrease  rlce  Production.    These  countries  15  years  ago  imported 

an  average  of  40  million  pounds  annually'.     In  1943,  with  the  exclusion 
of  the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  which  is  now  importing  above-normal  quantities  of  all  food- 
stuffs, Central  America  was  self-sufficient  In  rice,  and  may  even  have  been  a  net 
exporter.    El  Salvador,  which  usually  exported  about  2.5  million  pounds  annually, 
last  year  shipped  abroad  about  9  million  pounds.    Nicaragua,  formerly  an  Importer,  ex- 
ported 4  million  pounds  during  the.  period  January-October  1943.    The  Panamanian  Gov- 
ernment within  the  past  few  years  promoted  the  reclamation  of  swampy  lowlands  easily 
adapted  to  rice  growing,  which  expanded  production  to  the  extent  that,  while  15  years 
age,   17  million  pounds  were  imported,  in  1942,  the  Government  restricted  the  importa- 
tion of  rice.    Honduras  and  Guatemala  are  now  growing  sufficient  rice  to  meet  their 
own  consumption  requirements,    while  production  in  British  Honduras  and  Costa  Rica 
Is  larger  than  in  former  years,  comparatively  small  Imports  are  necessary. 

Colombia  Is  an  outstanding  example  of  a  country  formerly  Importing  a  large 
amount  of  rice  that  has  increased  production  in  15  years.    During  the  5  years,  1926- 
1930,  less  than  a  million  bushels  was  grown  annually  and  imports  averaged  97  million 
pounds.     In  contrast,  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  9,500,000  bushels  were  produced 
during  1943,  while  Imports  were  insignificant.    With  the  attainment  of  self-suffi- 
ciency, it  is  unlikely  that  further  efforts  will  be  made  to  expand  production  in  that 
country.     Argentina,  the  largest  rice- importing  country  in  South  America  during  1926- 
1930,  began~to  increase  production  early  in  the  1930«s.    3y  1942  the  Argentine  crop 
was  providing  a  sufficient  quantity  of  rice  to  meet  domestic  requirements. 

OUTLOOK  FOR    It  is  anticipated  that  the  total  1944  harvest  In  the  Western  Hemisphere 
-    will  exceed  all  previous  production  records  If  normal  weather  conditions 
U  J       prevail.    The  demand  for  rice  is  expected  to  remain  firm  until  several 
months  after  Burma  and  the  other  Asiatic  exporting  countries  have  been  liberated. 
After  production  In  the  far  eastern  countries  Is  resumed  at  pre-war  levels  and  normal 
trade  Is  restored,  a  marked  reduction  may  be  necessary  in  western  Hemisphere  rice 
acreage .

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VEGETABLE  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS  .  .  . 

Fred  J.   Rossiter,    in  charge 
CUBAN  FATS  AND  OILS  SITUATION  CONTINUES  FAVORABLE 

Stocks  of  edible  vegetable  oils  in  Cuba  on  December  1,   1943,  were  estimated  at 
9.3  million  pounds,  or  0.6  million  higher  than  a  month  earlier.     Imports,  consisting 
entirely  of  soybean  oil  from  the  United  States,  were  small  in  December,  but  the  de- 
ficiency was  more  than  offset  by  the  arrivals  on  the  market  of  .peanut  oil  from  local 
crushers.    The  yield  of  peanut  oil  from  the  1943  crop  is  still  estimated  at  20  million 
pounds  although  some  insect  damage  to  the  crop  was  reported  before  the  nuts  reached 
maturity.     Imports  into  Cuba  of  all  edible  vegetable  oils  during  1943  amounted  to 
only  80  percent  of  the  20  million  pounds  allocated  by  the  Combined  Food  Board  at 
Washington. 

Stocks  of  lard  declined  slightly  from  22  million  pounds  on  November  1  to  18.8 
million  an  December  1.    The  December  stocks  were  equal  to  nearly  3  months'  consumption 
requirements  at  the  current  rate  of  about  7  million  pounds  monthly.     Imports  during 
December  were  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  of  consumption,   Indicating  some  improve- 
ment in  the  stock  position  on  January  1.     Wholesale  and  retail  prices  for  lard,  soy- 
bean oil,  and  peanut  oil  remained  at  the  ceilings  reported  in  Foreign  Crops  and 
Markets,  December  20,  1943. 

Imports  of  edible  tallow  in  1943  were  nearly  equal  to  estimated  domestic 
production  of  around  2. 4  million  pounds.    Total  Imports  of  all  edible  animal  fats  in 
1943  exceeded  the  1942  figure  by  32  percent.     Estimates  of  domestic  production  remain 
at  600,000  pounds  monthly  for  lard  and  200,000  pounds  for  edible  tallow. 

The  shortage  of  raw  materials  for  soap  manufacture  was  partly  relieved  by  the 
arrival  in  December  of  a  sizable  shipment  of, inedible  tallow.    This  quantity,  together 
with  domestic  production  of  800,000  pounds  monthly  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  to. 
cover  soap  manufacturers'  requirements  through  the  end  of  January  1944.  Relatively 
large  shipments  of  stearic  acid,  and  small  quantities  of  oleic  acid  and  saponified 
oleostearlne  arrived  in  December,  most  of  which  is  .destined  for  use  In  the  Cuban 
candle  and  match  Industries. 

OLIVE  OIL  PRODUCTION  IN  PORTUGAL  A80VE  LAST  YEAR 

A  preliminary  estimate  places  the  1943/44  production  of  edible  olive  oil  at 
79,000  short  tons  compared  with  37,6  45  tons  ,  last  year  ,  and  99,314  tons  in  1941-42. 
It  is  expected  that  about  59,000  tons  will  be  consumed  by  the  public  during  1944  and 
5,000  tons  will  be  refined  for  use  by  the  fish  canning  industry.    The  remaining 
15,000  tons  are  being  placed  in  reserve  for  use  In  1945  In  compliance  with  a  set- 
aside  order  Issued  by  the  National  Olive  Oil  Board.    The  estimated  output  of  9,900 
tons  of  sulphonated  olive  oil  from  the  1943-44  crop  may  be  divided  equally  between  the 
domestic  soap  industry  and  the  export  trade  unless  an  export  ban  Is  instituted  later. 
Stocks  of  edible  olive  oil  at  the  end  of  1943  were  estimated  at  2,000  tons.  The 
present  monthly  ration  Is  equal  to  15.85  pounds  per  person.

In  the  past  3  years,  the  average  production  of  cotton  in  Northern  Brazil  has 
declined  considerably  from  the  1936-1940  average  of  well  over  675,000  bales  yearly 
This  decline  is  due  to  a  number  of  fa  tors.  Including  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
the  unstable  shipping  position,  and  the  low  relative  price. for  the  fiber  crop  Se- 
vere drought  conditions  early  m  1942.  as  in  1941.  hindered  planting  operations  and 
delayed  sprouting  of  seeds;  and  lack  of  the  seasonal  rainfall  contributed  to  the  crop 
i^6'    Alth0Ush  the  current  rate  of  m*H  consumption  in  Northern  Brazil  is  about 
150.000  bales  annually,  the  major  portion  of  the  cr.p.  amounting  to  over  200.000  bales. 
Is  usually  shipped  to  mills  m  Southern  Brazil.     In  the  past  2  years,  shipping  condi- 
tions have  been  such  that  it  has  been  difficult  to  place  this  cotton  in  the  hands  of 
Southern  Brazilian  spinners.    Throughout  this  area,  there  has  been  much  activity  re- 
quiring laborers  -  establishing  military  bases  and  recruiting  -for  the  rubber  develop- 
ment program  -  and  cotton  cultivation  has  suffered  as  a  result  of  the  competition  in 
the  labor  market. 
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Although  the  trend  of  cotton  production  in  the  past  3  years  has  been  downward, 
oyer  a  lorfg  perio-d  the  gradual  tendency  has  been  toward  increased  production  as  a 
result  of  the  introduction  of  better  varieties  of  cotton  and- improved  methods  of  cul- 
tivation. "'There  is  a  considerable  portion  of  the  total  acreage  of  cotton  that  does 
not  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year.    This. is  the  area  in  the  interior  plateaus  planted 
to  the  Brazilian  tree  cotton,  a  perennial :Pl ant.    At  one  time,  the  fiber  of  the  tree 
cotton  was  of  an 'exceptionally  long  staple  (.1-1/4  inches),  but  there  has  been  much 
crossing  with  the  annual  varieties,  with  the  result  that  the  staple  is  much  shorter 
and  the  fiber  is  considerably  harsher.    Due  to  careless  methods  of  handling  and  mar- 
keting, many  varieties  of  tree  cotton  ar.e.  badly  mixed,  and  the  staple  is  noticeably 
lacking  in  uniformity.    Production  in  this  area  depends  on  the  amount  of  rainfall 

and  Its  distribution  through  the  season,- 

■  •  i 

Cultivation  of  the  annual  varieties  of  cotton,  similar  to  the  American  Upland, 
takes  place  in  the  coastal-plain  areas.  Acreage  and  production  fluctuate  widely  in 
these  areas,  depending  on  the  weather  and  the  labor  supply.  Although  there  are  large 
areas  that  are  favorable  to  cotton  production,  most  of-  this  land  is  devoted  to  food 
crops,  which  in  past  years  have  proved  more  profitable.  This  cotton  usually  averages 
about  7/8  inch  in  staple,  and  grades  are  comparatively  low,  due  largely  to  methods  of 
picking  and  handling.

COLOMBIA'S  CATTLE  NUMBERS  AND  EXPORTS  CONTINUE  TO  INCREASE 


Colombian  cattle  numbers  continued  to  Increase  In  I943t  despite  heavier  exports 
to  Panama  and  Increased  domestic  consumption.     The  number  of  eattle  on  hand  Is  es- 
timated unofficially  to  have  amounted  to  11,500,000  head  at  the  end  of  1943  against 
10,934,000  as  officially  estimated  by  the  Ministry  of  National  Economy  as  of  December 
31,  1942.     This  compares  with  an  average  of  about  8  million  In  the  5-year  period  1934- 
1938.     Approximately  3,265,000  head  of  cattle,  or  30  percent  of  the  total  number  re- 
ported in  1942,  were  In  the  three  Departments  of  Bolivar  (2,076,394),  Magdalena 
(954,339),  and  Atlantlco  (234,358),  which  form  the  Important  Caribbean  coastal  cattle- 
producing  region.     This  region  is  the  source  of  most  of  the  cattle  exports  from  Col- 
ombia.   The  cattle  normally  are  purchased  In  and  near  the  towns  of  Lorlca,  Monterla, 
Corozal,  and  Slncelejo  in  the  Department  of  Bolivar. 


On  September  10,  1943,   the  Ministers  of  the  Treasury  and  National  Economy  of 
Colombia  Issued  Resolution  number  568  fixing  10,000  head  of  cattle  as  the  export  quota 
from  the  Department    of  Bolivar  during  the  period  September  l  to  December  31,  1943. 
inclusive,     i/    The  quota  is  restricted  to  fat  male  cattle  not  less  than  4-1/2  years 
old.    Export  licenses  Issued  pursuant  to  this  resolution  were  to  be  good  only  for  60 
days  and  were  not  to  be  extended  or  transferred  to  a  third  party.     Licenses  Issued 
during  December,  however,  might  be  utilized  until  January  31,  1944. 

Exports  from  Colombia  to  the  Canal  Zone  totaled  12,408  head  for  the  first  7 
months  of  1943.     Should  the  quota  of  10,000  head  be  filled  during  the  last  4  months 
of  the  year,  exports  from  Colombia  in  1943  would  reach  approximately  25,437  head  com- 
pared with  only  17,318  head  In  1942.     Monthly  exports  during  the  first  7  months  of 
the  year  averaged  1,773  head.     It  appears  unlikely  that  the  Colombian  Government  will 
permit  the  exportation  of  many  more  than  20,000-25,000  head  annually,  although  there 
is  ample  shipping  space  available  for  more  than  that  number.     If  meat  prices  In  Col- 
ombia continue  to  rise.,  however,  consumers  and  middlemen  may  put  pressure  on  the 
Government  to  suspend  or  scale  down  quotas.

CUBA  ESTABLISHES  FIXED  PRICES  FOR  BEANS 

Control- over  bean  prices ''from  producers  to  consumers  became  effective  in  Cuba 
on  December  20,  1943.    Effective  that  date,  an  order  of  the  Oflcinla  de  Regulaclon 
de  Preclos  y  Abasteclmlento,  Cuba's  OPA,  not' only  fixed  maximum  wholesale  and  retail 
prices  for  home-grown  black,  and  red  beans-  but  also  obligatory  prices  to  be  paid  to 
growers. 

Prior  to  December  20,  celling  prices  for  beans  had  been  applicable  only  to 
black  and  red  beans  sold  at  retail.     The  old  retail  celling  was  a. 5  cents  per  Spanish 
pound  for  black  beans  and  10  cents  for  red  beans.    One  Spanish  pound  equals  460  grams 
or  1.014  pounds  avoirdupois.     Retailers  complained  that  wholesalers  were  charging 
almost  the  full  retail  ceiling,  thus  placing  them  at  a  serious  disadvantage. 

Under  the  new  order,   the  retail  ceiling  prices  were  fixed  at  9  cents  for  black 
beans,  an  increase  of  one-half  cent,  and  at  10  cents,  the  same  price  as  before,  for 
red  beans.     At  the  same  time,  however,  the  wholesale  celling  price  was  fixed  at  $7.50 
per  Spanish  quintal  of  46  kilos   (101.4  pounds)  for  black  Deans  and  at  $8.50- for  red 
beans.     The  effect  of  the  new  ceilings  is  to  establish  for  the  first  time  a  definite 
margin  of  $1.50  per  Spanish  quintal  between  the  wholesale  and  retail  prices  for  both 
black  and  red  beans. 

The  order  also  establishes  for  the  first  time  fixed  and  obligatory  prices  to 
producers.     The  producer  price  is  fixed  at  $5.70  per  Spanish  quintal  for  black  beans 
and  at  $6.60  for  red  beans.     The  Government  announced  that  its  intention  was  to  pre- 
scribe a  price  to  producers  that  would  assure  them  an  adequate  return  and  protect 
them  from  exploitation  by  dealers. 

The  obligatory  prices  to  producers  are  somewhat  above  the  United  states 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation's  contract  prices  for  any  exportable  surpluses  that  may 
become  available  In  Cuba.     The  belief  is,  however,  that  there  will  be  no  exportable 
surplus  of  cuban  beans  In  1944  from  the  crops  now  'being  harvested. 

This  year's  production  of  black  beans  is  estimated  to  be  slightly  above  a 
normal  crop  of  700,000  bags  of  100  pounds  each.     In  view  of  the  increased  demand  and 
the  scarcity  of  imported  white  and  red  beans,   that  increase  in  all  probability  will 
be  absorbed  by  the  Cuban  market.     The  present  red  bean  crop  is  estimated  at  about 
200,000  bags,  which,  as  usual,   is  well  below  Cuban  requirements.    No  export  surplus 
of  that  variety  is,   therefore,  likely  to  be  available. 

Cuban  wholesale  dealers  in  beans  are  pessimistic  regarding  the  operation  of 
the  new  controlled  price  system.     They  believe  that  the  black-bean  supply  is  adequate 
for  Cuba  but  fear  that  the  fixed  prices  to  producers,  in  contrast  to  the  usual  seasonal 
variations,  may  disrupt  marketing  of  the  crop  by  encouraging  storage  by  producers  in- 
stead of  by  dealers.     With  respect  to  red  beans  they  fear  that  the  shortage  of  imported 
beans  of  that  type  may  cause  diversion  of  most  of  the  Cuban  red  beans  to  the  black 
market  with  consequent    evasion  of  the  price  ceiling.
